URNISHING WORI 


Viewpoint 


MIGURES published in the 
current issue of the Statisti- 
cal Review of Press Adver- 

tising throw considerable light on 
the growing competition between 
the furnishing trade and_ the 
makers of household equipment 
such as radio, TV, washing 
machines, refrigerators and elec- 
tric cleaners. 

During July, August and Sep- 
tember of this year £265,000 was 
spent in national newspaper 
advertising by manufacturers and 
retailers of furniture, furnishing 
fabrics, mattresses, blankets and 
bed covers. During the same 
three months, £380,000 was spent 
by manufacturers of radio sets 
and domestic equipment. 

The biggest competition came 
from radio and TV, on which 
£230,000—nearly as much as all 
categories of furnishings—was 
spent during the quarter. 


*&x* It is also significant that, 
whereas the furnishing publicity 
covered the expenditure of 193 
firms, the almost equivalent sum 
spent on radio advertising covered 
only St manufacturers. On an 
average, therefore, it would 
appear that our chief competitors 
are spending between three and 
four times as much per firm as we 
are. 


The survey also shows that this 
competition is increasing. Total 
expenditure by advertisers of 
household machinery and equip- 
ment rose from £2,189,000 in the 
first six months of 1952 to 
£2,600,000 in the corresponding 
period of this year, an increase of 
more than £400,000 or, to be pre- 
cise, 18.77 per cent. 

Of course, it was to be ex- 
pected that in Coronation Year 
advertising of radio and TV sets 
should be substantially larger 
than last year. It reached its 
peak in September, the month of 
the Radio Show. But electric and 
domestic appliances are being 
much more heavily advertised 
than last year, and in this cate- 
gory the greatest increase is shown 
by washing machines. 


*%x*% «We are not suggesting that 
furnishing firms should imme- 
diately increase their advertising 
appropriations. That is a matter 
that must be decided according to 
the economics of turnover per- 
centages. But we are suggesting 
that the advertising of furniture 
manufacturers and retailers must 
be planned even more efficiently 
if we are to compete successfully 
in this campaign for the money 
which the public has to spend on 
the equipment of its homes.

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Proportion and Perspective Are 
“Musts” in Good Display 


By Anthony Stevens 


N my introduction last week I dealt 
with the objects of display. Now 

we turn to the principles which we 
must consider in our approach to this 
subject The principles governing 
display are the same as those which

They form the framework 
of construction within and around 
which the display is built to create a 
finished effect which is both function- 
ally and aesthetically acceptable 


Proportion 


The first of these principles (which 
must not be considered as being 
itemised in order of importance) is 
PROPORTION. How often do we 
hear the expression “ We must keep 
a sense of proportion,” proof that we 
cannot go ahead and practice display 
work unless we have paid serious 
regard to the natural laws of this 
principle 


Successful proportion in a composi- 
tion is created by the bringing 
together of a multiplicity of objects 
in such a manner that the ratio of 
size and colour of each object is in 
direct relationship to the sizes and 
colour values of the other objects, so 
that the complete ensemble gives an 
impression of unity and well-being. 

Failure to apply this principle is 
found most frequently in the case of 
the over-sized, over-powerful setting 
which dominates the goods to the 
degree that the window-gazer carries 
away littke or no memory of them. 
thus from principle number one we 
learn to check the sizes and colour 
values of each article to ensure that 
in relation to the composition as a 
whole they are correct 


Perspective 

2 is PERSPECTIVE 
tall building with 
many floors, or a long road lined 
with many trees, we notice that the 
top windows in the first case and the 
furthest trees in the second one are 
very small, yet we know that in actual 
fact all the windows on all the floors 
are the same size and that the height 
of the row of trees hardly varies 
throughout its length. We learned 
this law at school--that things furth- 
est away appear smaller than objects 
close to- and we must never forget it 
because, whilst the depth of a shop 
window is not the same as the length 
of a street or the height of a tall 
building, to a degree the law is 
operative. This word “degree” is 
important because it appears time 
and again when display is under con- 
sideration, mostly because displays 
are so often a scaled-down representa- 
tion of a real and larger thing. 

A shop window has depth and the 
correct placing and sizing of objects 
must be carefully considered when 
the design is being thought out so 
that optically the physical limitations 
of the window are considerably 
overcome 

In display we can apply many of 
the tricks used on the stage to create 
an illusion of unlimited depth: false 
wings can be built, ceilings sloped 
and lighting ~=graduated Highly 
coloured objects are placed to the 
fore, soft pastel coloured objects are 
placed to the back.

Revealing that requests have 
been received for a yard-stick on 
stock-turn, the panel—in present 
trading conditions recommend a 
minimum rate of stock-turn per 
annum for furniture of five times. 
This rate is calculated on annual 
retail sales and stocks to end at 
balance sheet values.

ture into historical perspective 
and to show why the new attitude 
to furniture makes sense to-day 
and why it points to good busi- 
ness to-morrow. 

Some five years ago I was visit- 
ing a steel works in the north of 
England, a vast, efficient and up- 
to-date concern. I noticed as | 
toured the workshops that the 
management believed in exhorta- 
tion by slogan, motto and apt 
quotation: behind the managing 
director’s desk there was the old 
favourite about doing the difficult 
to-day but the impossible taking 
a bit longer. On the back of a 
cloakroom door I found a quota- 
tion that seemed to sum up many 
discussions on design, offering a 
short cut through the tangled 
arguments about tradition and 
experiment. It has, I think, a 
special relevance to the British 
furniture industry. It seems that 
Confucius was once asked how he 
could recognise a good artist- 
craftsman. The sage replied: 
“First by the reputation of his 
ancestors for honesty and sin- 
cerity. Second, by his ability to 
create something new with a tra- 
dition that is old.” 


The NEW 
ELIZABETHAN 
PERIOD 


There ts, | believe, no industry 
in the world that has finer ante- 
cedents than the British furniture 
industry. The honesty and sin- 
cerity of our ancient craftsmen, 
from the days of the carpenters 
io those of the joiners and later of 
the cabinetmakers, were the sure 
foundations of the great tradition 
of English furniture. Our fore- 
bears well fulfilled the first clause 
of Confucius’ definition and each 
generation in turn acted upon his 
second clause. For three hundred 
years, say from 1550 to 1850, 
each generation of craftsmen built 
on and added to what had gone 
before The Jacobeans refined 
the Elizabethan pieces: the Crom- 
wellians took them a stage fur- 
ther, still working in oak as 
joiners. The next generation, in- 
fluenced by foreign ideas brought 
back by the Restoration Court, 
let themselves go with more detail 
and carving and_ introduced 
many unheard-of pieces. The 
Queen Anne craftsmen using yet 
other techniques and timbers de- 
veloped their own style, and so 
in turn did the great eighteenth 
century chairmakers and cabinet- 
makers—each creating something 
new with a tradition that was 
already old and growing older 

And yet there was no contro- 
versy, no raised eyebrows nor

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angry asides that this contempor- 
ary stuff was a flash in the pan 
or the frivolous fancy of a bunch 
of wsthetes. The craftsmen and 
designers and the patrons of those 
days accepted new developments 
as natural and necessary: they 
were proud of their contemporary 
design. They were so sure that 
they were doing right that they 
never paused to think up a name 
for what they were doing: they 
did not feel it necessary to ex- 
cuse their experiments by naming 
them after royalty: they left the 
labelling to posterity. 

In those great days the British 
tradition in furniture was a tradi- 
tion of experiment and of creative 
development. And yet by some 
strange distortion our = “ tradi- 
tionalists ” to-day pride them- 
selves on the exact opposite. Tra- 
dition has come to mean repro- 
duction, copying the past, resting 
on ancestors’ laurels-—in short, 
allowing our great-great-grand- 
fathers to do our thinking for us. 
How did the one tradition end 
and the other begin”? 

It is not necessary to trace again 
the familiar story of decline and 
fall. The industrial revolution, 
the divorce between maker and 
consumer, the loss of individual 
craftsmanship, the substitution of 
draughtsmen for designers, the 
introduction of machines — to 
satisfy a mass market, the inevit- 
able ignorance of that market and 
the increasing = pressure for 
cheaper furniture and easier terms 


have all played their part and are 

more or less well understood 
More interesting than the de- 

cline of British furniture ts its re- 


birth, which goes back to. the 


closing years of the last century, 
to venerable revolutionaries who 
in their day probably alarmed the 
trade just as much as do some of 
our own contemporary designers. 

Four stages can be seen in the 
development of the modern styles. 


The first, dating back to William 
Morris and the Arts and Crafts 
Movement, was as much con- 
cerned with standards of materials 
and craftmanship as with new 
ideas of design: indeed concentra- 
tion on handwork led back to 
medieval revivals rather than for- 
ward to modern living: but to it 
owe that excellent charac- 
teristic of Our contemporary fur- 
niture-—its concern with proper 
selection of timber and __ its

straightforward construction un- 
concealed by varnish and applied 
ornament. 

The second phase of the 
modern movement might be called 
the “functionalist” phase. Stem- 
ming from Morris’s teaching 
about) materials and = workman- 
ship, this phase concentrated on 
logical solutions to design prob- 
lems, on fitness for purpose and 
practical considerations of use 
and space It developed along- 
side the modern movement in 
architecture, and was seen most 
forcefully on the Continent, 
especially in Germany. It came 
to this country mainly in the guise 
of unit) furniture (simple  box- 
like structures that) could be 
easily assembled in modern flats) 
and of bent tubular or plywood 
chairs. 

In the years between the wars 
it found favour in rather limited. 
intellectual circles and this fact 
has perhaps impeded the wider 
acceptance of its post-war off- 
spring. It was by no means big 
business and its somewhat square. 
spare and bare appearance held 
little popular appeal. It faced up. 
however, to the urgent problems 
of space and storage in small 
modern homes. It tackled the 
question of scale and to that ex- 
tent has greatly influenced post- 
war thought. Functional furni- 
ture is easily dateable to-day. but 
it Was a genuine contribution to 
the furniture story.

The Scandinavians 
would be the first to recognise 
their debt to English history, 
while we in turn to-day can recog- 
nise the influence Scandinavia has 
had on much of our contemporary 
thought 

It is, too, this eighteenth cen- 
tury pedigree that makes the best 
of New Elizabethan furniture 
such a good mixer. It is quite 
easy to blend in one room pieces 
from the end of the eighteenth or 
beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
turies with good pieces of New 
Elizabethan; the two __ periods 
seem somehow in balance and 
scale, almost on the same wave- 


er I ) 
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length of taste without the present 
in any way having to copy the 
past. The social historian, more- 
over, may observe that good New 
Elizabethan furniture is not only 
a good mixer historically, but a 
good mixer socially: it is as much 
at home in a West End flat as in 
a council house and that suggests 
a very considerable market. 
Classless furniture is a new 
phenomenon and well suited to 
the world to-day. The shiny 
repro-Jacobethan of the trade 
could never make that grade; it Is 
common in the worst sense of the 
word, pretentious like an over- 
dressed woman, socially aspiring 
but dropping her h’s all along the 
line. 

The best New Elizabethan de- 
signs, moreover, can now rival the 
traditional bread-and-butter of the 
trade in atmosphere, in the 
appearance of comfort and well- 
being as well as in the reality. 
This was not always so with 
modern furniture; in the last few 
years it has mellowed = and 
softened in line, warmed up in 
colour and generally assumed 
those essential domestic qualities 
that the British public expects. 

That the British public is taking 
to it is already clear from the 
figures of those who make and sell 
it. There are too many pressures 
building a demand for better fur- 
niture for the figures to be other- 
wise. In all periods of vigorous 
design there has been a close re- 
lationship between architecture 
and furniture. Modern architec- 
ture as seen in the best of our 
new schools, shops, factories and 
housing estates is very different 
from the pre-war run of building 
old stvles of furniture look more 
and more out of place and scale 
in these new surroundings. The 
children growing up in these new 
schools will have a_ brighter. 
fresher eye than their parents. 
most of whom went from ugly 
homes to uglier classrooms. The

What Makes A Glue Stick? 


“Adhesion is usually regarded as 
being of two types—mechanical and 
specific—although in most instances the 
strength of bond is dependent on both 
functions. Mechanical adhesion is 
brought about by the formation of an 
interlocking bond between the adhesive 
and the surface of the material to 
which it is applied. Specific adhesion 
is brought about by the molecular 
attraction exerted by the two sub- 
stances in very close contact, i.e., the 
adhesive and the material to which it 
is applied. 

“ When a rubber adhesive enters the 
depressions in a porous surface it 
interlocks with them on setting and 
forms a mechanical key. At the same 
time, there is a specific adhesion be-

S yet, the lifting of import re 

strictions on the hardwood trade 
has not had any profound effect on 
market conditions. It will, un 
doubtedly, take some time 
market to settle down. Oddly enough, 
despite certain rather gloomy prog 
nostications that the freeing of soft 
wood from consumer licensing would 
“knock the bottom” out of the light 
hardwood market, there is no indica 
tion either that this is happening or 
is likely to happen. On the contrary, 
it seems probable that the freeing of 
softwood will, eventually, lead to an 
increased demand for lighter hard 
woods Qne reason for this is that the 
freeing of softwood—a_front-rank 
building material will accelerate 
housing progress. This acceleration 
will bring increased demand for light 
hardwoods for all manner of ancillary 
purposes 

. * * 

There has been one important de 
velopment arising directly from the 
recent relaxation of hardwood import 
restrictions. This is in connection with 
Japanese oak. There are little or no 
stocks in the mills. This, coupled 
with the fact that numerous enquiries 
have been received on the Japanese 
market, has produced unfavourable 
conditions for the U.K Shippers’ 
prices, for instance, have increased

What of the plywood trade in the 
midst of all this freedom?
